A greater  tribute  than  public  demand  could  not  be 
conferred  upon  a dahlia. 

Sagamore  has  been  accepted  by  the  dahlia  loving 
public  as  a dahlia  standing  alone  in  its  class,  and 
with  which  no  other  fine  dahlia  may  be  compared. 
There  is  something  particularly  charming  about  its 
soft  golden  color  that  wins  friends  in  the  exhibition 
hall,  the  garden,  and  in  the  florist’s  shop. 

In  our  fields,  the  clean  uniform  plants,  immune  from 
attacks  of  insects  or  the  effects  of  dry  weather, 
stretched  in  long,  neat  rows,  forming  a picture  long 
to  be  remembered. 

In  the  garden  of  one  of  our  customers,  a single 
plant  of  Sagamore  produced  27  perfect  exhibition 
blooms  and  still  had  buds  developing  when  killed 
by  frost.  The  past  season  has  added  many  prizes 
to  the  long  list,  as  Sagamore  never  fails  to  win. 

As  a result  of  the  enormous  demand  for  Sagamore 
blooms  to  supply  the  select  New  York  trade,  and 
for  Autumn  wedding  decorations,  we  find  it  neces- 
sary to  reserve  large  quantities  of  stock  for  our 
own  requirements.

This  is  one  of  the  few  varieties  that  can  be  cut  with 
3-  and  4-foot  stems  that  are  slender  throughout 
their  entire  length.  The  plant  remains  fresh  and 
green  the  whole  season  and  produces  an  inexhaus- 
tible supply  of  large  perfect  blooms  on  extra  long 
cane-like  laterals.

After  three  years  of  careful  observation,  this  true 
decorative  of  our  origination  has  been  chosen  as 
a worthy  companion  for  the  noted  Sagamore. 

Grown  since  1922  under  field  culture  without 
propagating  or  forcing,  this  variety  has  successfully 
stood  the  most  rigid  tests. 

Of  vigorous,  sturdy  growth,  it  has  never  in  its  three 
years  of  trial  produced  a single  unhealthy  plant, 
nor  a flower  without  a perfect  center. 

The  well-formed  blooms  carried  on  strong  stems 
that  are  long  and  straight,  are  similar  to  Saga- 
more, but  of  a deeper  orange  or  bronze  shade. 
Its  delightful  coloring  fits  it  admirably  for  use  in 
decorations  with  Sagamore  where  a color  scheme 
of  Autumn  shades  is  desired,  and  while  it  is  still 
limited  in  quantity,  the  blooms  are  in  great  demand. 
As  an  exhibition  variety,  it  won  great  favor  staged 
in  our  big  non-competitive  exhibit  at  the  New  York 
show. 

It  seems  quite  fitting  that  this  remarkable  Hunting- 
ton  origination  should  bear  a noted  name.  For  here 
on  the  shore,  stands  a large  stone  monument  mark- 
ing the  spot  where  Nathan  Hale  landed  and  was 
captured  by  the  British  in  revolutionary  days.  Only 
plants  will  be  available  for  1926  Spring  orders.
